2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 34-35 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Frigg, WO 01/54601 Al. Figures 2-4 of Frigg show a 
bone plate having all the limitations as recited in claims 34-35, including: a bone-contacting bottom side 2; a top side 1; a plurality 
of sets of overlapping holes 14/24 having threads 5 adapted to receive a bone screw U with a threaded head 12 and a bone engaging 
threaded shank. 

Claims 1-33 and 36-42 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2M3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a bone 
plate having all the limitations as recited in claims 1-33 and 36-42. For example, with respect to claim 1, the prior an does nor teach 
a threaded aperture having multitaceted surfaces. 

Claims 1-42 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4) t and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
